LOSER FOR CONSCIENCE SAKE 


Colonel Robert T. Kerlin was Professor of English 


.-it the Virginia Military Institute at Lexington. Yirgm- 
;i. On the 25th of last May he wrote a letter to the 
governor of Arkansas on behalf of certain negroes who 
had been sentenced to death in Phillips County. Ar- 
kansas. 


The professor had the temerity to ask the governor 


to review the findings of the court. He called the atten- 
tion of the governor to the facts of the peonage system, 
of how it bore down upon the negroes, how they were tied 
hand and foot, and of the torture to which the negroe- 
were subjected by the law. 


In part he wrote as follows:—
